Speakers were 
Mr. R. M. Pinfold, assistant general manager, Mr. A. D. MacDonell, staff superintendent. 
Miss Ruth Spurway of the Educational Office, and Mr. Jim Johnston, supervisor, M.O. 
Operating. 

"You Can Do It . . . Now Comes the Test—Can You Pass It On?" 

This was the challenging question Mr. R. M. Pinfold put before the sponsors. He went 
on to say that the Executive Offices take seriously this matter of extra help. The sponsors 
are selected to help them. We need help, and it is in the interests of all to see that things 
work smoothly. 

The Sponsor Is, First of All, a Friend 

Mr. MacDonell, staff superintendent, pointed out that unlike depression years, there was 
practically full employment in Winnipeg, and the necessity of securing four to five thou¬ 
sand extra staff at Christmas was a real problem. He asked for the sympathy and under¬ 
standing of the sponsors for these new people, many of whom would be in their first 
positions. He stressed that people didn’t learn by being told. They have to be shown, 
watched and encouraged. The sponsor is first of all a friend. New people, properly in¬ 
structed, will do a better job, and new staff, favourably impressed with Eaton’s, will create 
good public relations in the community. "Try to put yourself in the other fellow’s place,” 
was Mr. MacDonell’s closing plea. 

"Bring Your Problems To the Training Meetings" 

Miss Spurway, in charge of the Educational Office, remarked that she would be meeting 
the sponsors in smaller groups when the training program started the following week 
and merely wished to urge the sponsors to bring their problems to these meetings.

"Don't Take Anything For Granted"

to assist the sponsor in the training. He urged the sponsors to take nothing for granted. 
Because a person knew something in ’51 was no guarantee that he would remember it in ’52! 
He asked the management to watch for bottlenecks and when one occurred, do something 
about it right then and not wait until the whole place was at a standstill. 

Mr. Graham thanked Mr. Johnston and remarked that if we all followed his good advice, 
we would stay out of trouble.
